And whereas all advertisements and notices required by the said Acts having 
been previously published served and given the Local Government Board have 25 
caused a local inquiry to be made as to the propriety of assenting to the prayer 
of the said petition and it appears to the Local Government Board to bo proper 
to assent thereto : 

It is ordered by the Local Government, Board as follows : — 

1. From and after the confirmation of this Order by Parliament the sanitary 30 

authority shall be empowered to put in force the powers of the Lands 
Clauses Acts with respect to the purchase and taking of lands otherwise 
than by agreement as amended by the Second Schedule of tho Housing 
of the Working. Classes Act 1890 with reference to the lands and premises 
described in the deposited plans and book of reference. 35 

2. The sanitary authority shall not under the powers conferred by this order 

purchase or acquire ten or more houses which on the fifteenth day of 
December last were occupied either wholly or partially by persous 
belonging to the labouring class as tenants or lodgers or except witli the 
consent of the Local Government Board teu or more houses which were 40 
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not so occupied on the fifteenth day of December last hut have been or 
will be subsequently so occupied. 

For the purposes of this section of this Order the expression “ labouriug 
class” includes mechanics artizans labourers and others working for wages 
hawkers costermongers persons not working for wages but working at 
some trade or handicraft without employing others except members of 
their own families and persons other than domestic servants whose income 
does not exceed an average of thirty shillings a week and the families of 
any of such persons who rnay be residing with them. 

3. The compulsory powers of purchasing and taking lands and other premises 

conferred by this Order shall not be exercised after the expiration of 
three years from the confirmation of this Order. 

4. The costs and expenses of the sanitary authority and of the Local Govern- 

ment Board of and incidental to the application for preparation of 
obtaining and confirming this Order shall be paid by the sanitary 
authority by means of the rates leviable throughout the wholo of their 
district under the Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act 1854 and the 
Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1896. 

5. This Order may be cited for till purposes as the Thurlrs (Housing of the 

Working Classes) Provisional Order 1897.
